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CHAPTER— I. 

General & Introductory: 

S HE Stats of Duaguipuu lies in the extreme south-west of Rajputana 
and is one of the three Sisodiya States forming one Political charge 
under the Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States. It is a land-locked 
e ^ ^ hilly country, corering an area oE 1 ,4d 7 Square Miles, bounded on 

the South by Kadana and Sunth of the Revrakantha Agency ; on 
the west by Idar of the Mahikantha and Lunawada of the Rewakantha 
Agencies, on the north by the State of Me war and on the east by that of 
Buns warn. The population of the State according to the Census of 19 LI 
numbered 1,59,192 and the average per Square Mile rose from 69 to 110 
since the preceding Census of 1901. The nearest Railway Station, connect- 
ing Dungarpur with Ajmer, is Udaipur and is 66 miles, while that con- 
necting the Capital with Ahmcdabad and Bombay, is Talod and is about 
75 miles. 

The researches made into the Ancient History of the State have 
brought forth fresh facts into light Rai Bahadur Pandit Glouri 
Slianker Harichand Ojha, Superintendent, Government Rajputana 
Museum, Ajmer, was invited by His Late Highness to tour round the 
State and collect what materials lie could relating to the ancient History 
of the State. The Rai Bahadur paid two visits to Dungarpur and 
inspected every part of the country, collecting considerable material for 
writing out a detailed History of the State and of the Ruling Family. 
But unfortunately the work had to be shelved up sine die owing to the 
sad and untimely demise of the Late Maharawal. However a Monograph 
on the origin of the State was lately published by the gentleman wherein 
the old legend which connected the Family with two brothers, Rnhap and 
Mahap, has been quartered down. The unearthing of a few inscriptions 
has furnished some historical data from which the History pf Dungarpur 
in ay be built up anew. 

Ivhem Sinha who occupied the throne of Mcwar about Samvat year 
1200 had two sons, Summit Sinha and Kumar Sinha. The elder, Samant 
Sinha, succeeded his father. Shortly after one Ketu (Kirtipal), a Chouhan 
Chief of Jalor, invaded Mewar and drove Samant and his family from 
the country. Samant came to Bagar with some followers and fell upon 
Chourasimal, the Chief of Battpadrak (still an important town in the State 


and known as Baroda), killed him in fight, seized his Baj and made his 
Chief Town his Capital. Two inscriptions of Samanfc Sinha have been 
discovered; one of Samvat 12-i8 and the other of 1236. Phis means that 
Samant came to Bagar some time before Samvat 1228 and that he was 
alive in Samvat 1236. He was succeeded by his son, Maharawal Seherdey 
who has also left two inscriptions behind. Duda or Deva Pal was the 
next Chief. lie is said to have taken Galiakot from Parmars. The ruins 
of the old Fort there lie still on the banks of the Mahi. But Deva Pal 
has left no inscriptions, though his successor, Bir Sinha Deva, has left 
more than one. Battpadrak still continued to be the capital of this grow- 
ing principality. 

From further researches it appears that the next two reigns were but 
short ones. The site of the present Capital was probably seized from a 
Bhil Chief who lived here, and later on the Headquarters of the Govern- 
ment were transferred to the newly built Town of Dungarpur, named 
either after the Gameti from whom it was seized, or from ltawal Dungar 
Sinha in whose reign the transfer was actually carried out, or from the 
fact that the New Town was situated in the midsts of hills, and was 
possibly selected owing to its better strategic position. There is nothing 
particular to record relating to the following reigns except that their names 
are connected with certain old buildings they erected or the tanks they 
constructed till w'e reach the time of Maharawal Shri Udai Sinha I who 
joined Maliarana Sangram Sinha of Mcwar in a national War of Hindu 
independence against Baber to wrest the Imperial Sceptre from Islam and 
fell fighting on the field of Khanwa. Udai Sinha left two sons behind, the 
elder Prithi Sinha, succeeded to the Gaddi, while Jagmal, the younger, 
was given half the territory to the west of the Mahi which lias since 
formed the independent State of Banswara. Maharawal Askaran. his son 
admitted Moghul Supremacy; he built some Temples and founded the Town 
of Aspur. Maharawal Punjraj, Askaran’s Grandson, founded Poonjpur, 
better known as Pojpur and also constructed a Tank there. He went to 
attend the Imperial Court at Delhi and received from Emperor Sbahjahan 
command of 1,500 horse and Mansabof Dedh-IIazat'i with the Mahi Maratab 
(Insignia of Royalty). Rawals Ramsinha and Shiva Sinha -were the most 
illustrious of the Maharawals who ruled the State in yore. Maharawal 
Ramsinha was a man of soldierly habits who erected a number of fortresses 
all over the State, kept the Bhils under thumb and thus maintained peace 
and order throughout his kingdom. He was respected and feared by the 
neighbouring chiefs. His son and successor, Maharawal Shiva Sinha, was 
a Statesman and a man of peace. He profitted by the long peace which 
had preceded him •, and encouraged trade and commerce, invited artizans 
and traders from outside, and induced them to make Dungarpur their home. 
Communications were opened and kept free and safe. What are known as 
Juna Mahals (old Palaces) were mostly built by Shiva Sinha Ji. The Capital 
was surrounded by a wall, weights and measures were introduced and fairs 
established. Dungarpur reached the zenith of its prosperity but it was 
Short-lived. With the passing away of Shiva Sinha all .this passed away. 
The Empire of Akbar had also fallen and anarchy appeared everywhere. 



Mnrhaftas grew powerful in the south ami extended 'their raids far into the 
north. Dtmgarpur, too, did not escape their ravages. The reigns of 
Raunls, Bniriaul, Fateh Sinha and Jaswant Sinha, are the stories of the 
harrassment of the State by foreign invaders from outside and of intrigues 
and factions within. In 1818 a Treaty of 10 Articles was concluded 
between II. If. Maharawal Shri Jaswant Sinha Ji Bahadur on the one hand 
and the Ilon’ble the Mast India Company on the other, by which the State 
of Dtmgarpur was taken under British protection along with the other 
Stales of Hajputuna. The tribute of 11s. 85,000 Salim Shahi (Shah 
Alain Shahi) which was payable to Dhar was transferred to the East India 
Company. Maharawal Jaswant Sinha was a weak Ruler and his nobles 
and subjects were disaffected. At last in 1852 he abdicated and was sent 
to Brindnban on a handsome pension. He was succeded by Udai Sinha II, 
a scion of the House of Sabli, then but a child of some ten j'ears. The 
State was taken under administration and Munslii Saffdar Hussain, was 
appointed Superintendent, till the Maharawal came of age. Mr. Saffdar 
Hussain improved the State in every way and tried hard to rescue it frorti 
the effects of the misrule of the previous reigns. lie also wrote a History of 
the State from which much of this account has been taken. In 1857, the 
very year that the young Maharawal was invested with full Ruling Powers, 
the Sepoy Mutiny broke out. The Maharawal did good service which was 
recognised by the gift of two pieces of cannon and a Sanad of adoption. 
Maharawal Udai Sinha ruled for some fifty years and did much to improve 
liis State and restore it to its former prosperity. He walked in the 
footsteps of Maharawal Shiva Sinha Ji. Although much was done, yet no 
change was made in the machinery of administration. In 1SGS a terrible 
famine visited the country but the "Maharawal made very good arrange- 
ments to combat it. A sum of Rs. 90,000 in round figures was spent on 
it. Relief AVovks which cost about Rs. 16,000 were stnvted in different 
parts of the State and consisted chiefly of tanks and wells. Gratuitous 
relief was also afforded to those who needed it, and cost a sum of 11s. 
20,000, while another sum of 24,000 was spent on miscellaneous works. 
The Maharawal had so well managed his finances that no loan was 
contracted. Col. Nixon spoke highly of the Maharawal’s administration 
and recommended the remission or at least a reduction of the tribute (Vide 
AVakai Rajputana by Air. Jwala Prasada). 

Maharawal Udai Sinha II died in 1898 and was succeeded by his 
Grandson, Shri Bijey Sinha, as the Mnharnj Kumar Sahib, Shri Khuman 
Sinha Ji, had predeceased his father. lie was then but a child of ten and- 
was sent to the Mayo College for education. The State was taken under 
Government supervision with a Council of Regency presided over by the 
Assistant Resident in Mewar. Shortly after the new administration had 
to face the terrible famine of the notorious ‘Chhappan’; and, therefore, it 
took some time before the Council could devote its energies to the 
reforming of the administrative machinery and placing it on the right 
lines. A loan was advanced by the Government of India to enable the 
State to successfully meet the calamity that had befallen it in the shape of * 
the E amine. As time rolled on every branch ’ of administration received 
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due consideration and was properly rc-organDed. The First Settlement of 
the State was carried out in 1903-04 l»y Mr. A. I . Holme, I.G.S. At the end 
oE the minority when the State was made over to Jlis Highness Muhatawal 
Shri Bijey Sinha Ji Bahadur, on the 28th February 1909, it was a type oE 
a well— governed petty Stale. His Highness, too, who had been well- 
educated under the Vice-Principal, Mr. 11. Sherring, proved himself an 
enlightened Ruler in the short space o£ his ten years’ personal rule. The 
State marched abreast with the Sister States in every respect. On the occasion 
of the Imperial Coronation Darbar held in Delhi, llis Highness was invited 
to attend it which he did and was received in audience by His Imperial 
Majesty. In 1912 he was made a K .0.1.1$. llis Highness exercised a 
vigilant control over the administration which wu*. improved wherever 
necessary. Education was made absolutely free while arrangements were 
also made to supply books and requisite materials grati- to all the pupils in 
the Mufassil. Local candidates of promise were sent to receive technical 
or higher education outside the State. To encourage trade and commerce 
a State Bank — Shri Ham Lakslminn Bank— was started to advance loans on 
easy terms. Public buildings were erected. Irrigation attracted His 
Highness’s attention in paitictilar, and, more than one big tank were 
constructed be-ides a number of -mailer ones. The Municipal Board was 
given power to elect it - own Chairman from among its non-official members. 
Steps were taken to introduce the Madras System in Excise which was 
done with effect from the 1st of October 1915. As none of the Sardara 
could prove their title to Abkari rights in any form, Darbar were pleased 
to grant a share to the Tazimi Sardars on the express condition that this 
grant was subject to the mil and pleasure of the Darbar. Later on these 
rights w r ere withdrawn from all the Thnkurs to whom they had been given 
with the exception of the Thakur of Thnkerr.i, Kao of llamgarh and Raj Shri 
Ba Saheba, owing to the disobedience displayed by them in not complying 
with the wishes of the Darbar and failing to furnish their quota of men 
and money towards the Garrison Duty Force offered l>y the Dungarpur 
Darbar to the Government oE India. To give their people a share in the 
Government o£ the State, llis Highness also brought into being two 
Councils, the Executive Council, (Raj Pralundlmkarini Snbha) and the 
Legislative Council (the Shnsan Snbhab It was just in the prime of life 
that His Highness passed away. The terrible cpedemic of Influenza which 
ravaged India from end to end visited these parts as well in all its fury 
and claimed many a victim but the noblest among them w f ns His Highness 
Maharawal Shri Bijey Sinha Ji Bahadur, who demised on the 15th 
November 19 18 at the early age of 82 to the great sorrow of his loving and 
beloved people. When the Great World War broke out in 1911 His 
Highness placed all the resources of his State at the disposal o£ His 
Majestey’s Government, more than once he offered hi- personal services 
in any theatre o£ the War; and, in all contributed a sum o[ Rs. 
1,75.640 in various shapes and to the several Funds connected with the War. 
A number ot Horses, a Motor, an Aeroplane and a Contingent of 100 Men 
for Garrison Duty anywhere within India were also furnished and grate- 
iully accepted by the Government and stationed at Nowgong in the 0.1. 
Dungarpur has played its part well. The help which it offered was out o£ 
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all proportion to its resources and means, the more so when we consider 
that she was still labouring under the burden oC a debt which had been 
contracted nearly a quarter of a Century’ ago. 

His Highness the late Malmriuval was succeeded by his eldest son. 
Prince Lakshman Sinha. As lie was then only ten years of age the State 
was taken under administration. 

Physical Features .' — The State is fairly open ill the south and east, 
though generally speaking it consists of rocky hills covered with a low 
jungle of cactus, and a lot of gum producing trees and some other 
varieties, requiring neither deep soil nor much moisture. During the rains 
it presents a very picturesque scenery but for the greater part of the year 
it looks brown and arid. The hills attain no great height, the highest peak 
being only 1,811 feet above the sea level is in the north-west. The 
eastern part slopes gradually’ to the Mahi and much of it is very fertile. 

There are no perennial streams, except the Som and the Mahi, the first 
forming a boundary' between Dungarpur and Mewnr for some forty miles, 
while the second separating it from Banswara. The Moran winds its way 
through the hills in the centre of the State. The Bhadar,the Majamand the 
Vatrak are other minor streams besides a large number of Nullahs that 
abound. The Som and some other streams, wherever possible, are used for 
irrigation . purposes but the Mahi is too deop-channelled and unfit for this, 
though, it is a never-failing source of drinking water for men and cattle. 

There are no Natural Lakes in the Country, though there iB a large 
number of artificial tanks, nearly every village having at least one of them. 
The largest of these is the Gaib Sagar at the foot of the hill which 
overlooks the Capital. The Clioondawara and the Pojpnr tanks are also 
large sheets of water. 

The forest areas are fairly extensive and arc divided into two main 
.classes, the Village and the Reserve Forests. But the timber is of little 
value. ' Formerly fires prevailed to a large extent, but since the Forest 
Department lias been organised, their number has been reduced. Among 
the fruit bearing trees, Mango and Mahua abound. Sagwan, though of 
inferior quality, grows in abundance. Forests growing in plains and 
valleys fare much better tliau those on the hills. It lias also been observed 
that trees graving thicker in girth get hollow and become unfit for any 
other use than fuel. 

The climate of the country is dry’ and hot during the summer from 
April to J une and damp and relaxing during the rains. The cold weather 
is described as pleasant but not really bracing. 

^ Communications. — Railway does not traverse any part of the State, 
nor are there any metalled roads, except a two-mile piece from the Capital 
to the Virpur House. Kachha roads built during famines are kept in a 
fair state of repair. Of these the main are : Dungarpur-JDierwara, Dungar- 
pur-Aspur -and Dungarpur-Sagwara. Three separate routes from Mahi 
Kantha and Lunawara in the South East, one from Godhra and Sunth in 
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the South, and one from Banswara in the east run into the State and are 
fairly usable by wheeled traffic. Besides these highways there are hun- 
dreds of paths intersecting the State and are used by pack-bullocks and 
camels, favourite forms of transport in Bagar. 

There are two Imperial Combined Post and Telegraph Offices at 
Dungarpur and Sagwara. A Branch Post Office also exists at Galiakot. 
Telegraph connects the State with Rutlam, Indore, Kherwara, Banswara 
and Sailana. 

None of the rivers being bridged, traffic is occasionally delayed during 
the rains when the rivers come down in heavy floods. 

Revenue divisions — For revenue purposes the whole State now 
forms one zilla and is presided over by the Revenue Officer who is assisted 
by one Naib and four Girdawars. 

Police; — The Police, all told, numbered 248 in 1914-15. They are 
dressed in Khaki and regularly drilled. They were originally armed with 
99 Smooth Bore Snider Rifles but later on 50 Muzzle Loading Guns were 
also obtained for their use on loan from Bijey Paltan. The ratio of Police 
to the population and area in the year was one to every 6-i2 of individuals 
and every six of square miles. There were seven Police Stations (Thanas) 
and ten Out-Posts (Choukis). The Police arrangements in the Aspur 
Circle have been much improved since the last Settlement; but, still owing 
to its proximity to Mewar it suffers a good deal at the hands of the Me war 
Bhils who are generally a unruly lot. 

State Administration. — Owing to the minority of the late His 
Highness the minority administration wherein the Assistant Resident in 
Mewar exercised a general supervision and the Kamdar was its chief 
Executive Officer, continued till the 28th February 1909 when the late 
Maharawal was invested with full Ruling Powers. The several Depart- 
ments, each under a responsible officer, were subordinate to Mehakma Khas, 
presided over by the Kamdar. The Agency Surgeon, Kherwara, was 
Ex-officio Medical Officer of the State. The Regency Council during the 
minority consisted of the Assisstant Resident as President and of the 
Kamdar, a Jagirdar and a Banker as members: and represented the Durbar 
within certain limits. It also exercised functions of the Appellate and 
Sessions Court subject to the orders ofl the Resident in Mewar. 

On His Late Highness’s coming to power the system till then in vogue 
was continued with necessary changes. The supervision of the Assisstant 
Resident was withdrawn and the Regency Council, became the State 
Council subject to His Highness. The designation of the Kamdar was 
ultimately changed toDiwan. In 1915 the Medical charge was withdrawn 
from the Agency ^Surgeon at Kherwara and a whole time independent 
Officer was appointed to the post by the Durbar. 

The Rajpu&nobility. — The Rajput nobility is divided into three 
classes. 
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(i) The “ Solah ” are the Tazimi Sardars ; •• ' 

| (ii) The “Battisa” are the Second Class Sardars, These two 

. divisions are on the same lines as in Mewar, though now 
they consist o£ more or less number than the terms origi- 
nally imported. 

(iii) The third Class comprises o£ a large number of Tantedars. 

The Thikanas of such of the Jagirdnrs as have come under the manage- 
ment of the Court of Wards have greatly improved. A few of the 
Jagirdnrs have been to the Mayo College for education and they take keen 
interest in the management of their Estates. 

These Jagirdnrs and Tankedars hold a large portion of the State on 
feudal tenure. They are all bound to assist the Durbar when called upon 
to do so with all their resources and also to attend State Durbars. The 
Tanka or tribute is supposed to be one-third of the Jagir’s income but as 
a matter of fact it is now much less. Durbar have, however, the right to 
enhance or decrease the amount of the Tanka at their will but do rarely 
exercise that right. No Jngirdar has a right to alienate any part of his 
Jagir without the previous sanction of the Durbar in writing. 

Muafl-holdingu — Muafi or rent-free holdings take away another 
large slice of the Dungarpur State. These revenue-free lnnds are held 
partly by Rajputs or others in return for services to be rendered to the 
Durbar but to a very large extent are held by Brahmins of all sorts, bards 
and temples. A detailed enquiry into the rights of these holders had been 
carried on by the Knmdnr in course of the First Settlement; and Muafidars 
whose claims were upheld were informed that no alienation of any part of 
their holdings by them would be permitted in future and that any such 
alienation, if made, would involve the forfeiture of the whole grant. Nor 
are the Muafi-hoklers at liberty under the terms of the last Settlement, to 
adopt whomsoever they please in case of their being childless. The written ‘ 
sanction of the Durbar must be obtained and only lineal descendents of the 
original grantee are elegible for adoption for purpose of inheritance. 
All the Muafidar’s continue paying the cess of one anna in the rupee on the 
estimated income they receive from the grant they hold which was imposed 
at the time of the preceding Settlement. This Cess has, however, not been 
collected, by way of grace, from the minor Muafidars whose annual Muafi 
Income is below Rs. 80. 

Population: — According to the Census of 1911 the total population 
of the State numbered 1,59,192 souls of whom 74,281 were Bhils. The 
other main communities stood as below : — 

Hindus, 72, G81; Jains, 5,510; Mohammedens, 6,703. 

There were three towns in the State in 1911, Dungarpur, Sagwara 
and Galiakot, with a population of 6,470; 4,499; 3,914 souls respectively. 

Education has been making steady progress as would appear from the 
fact that the number of literate has gone up from 3,286 to 4,339 within, 
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the decade under review. Little change appears to have been jnadc in 
other respects, such as professions, language etc., Hindi which is being 
taught in the State Schools shall in course of time become lingua franca of 
these parts.

The average for the decade comes to 24:28. 

The famine of Sanivat 1968. — "Within the decade specially treated 
in this Report, the couni ry was visited by one famine in Samvat 19G8. 
The harvest of Makki, the staple food jn these parts, was chiefly poor; but 
no sooner than the scarcity of grains began to be felt, arrangements were 
made to obtain supplies from outside. A temporary tin shed was put up 
in the Manak Chowk, the central part of the Capital, wherein a Godown 
was started, and stock of grains deposited for retail sale to the public. 
This produced a very salutary effect on local grain dealers who -were thus 
balked of the high expectations they had built of making abnormal 
profits by selling their stores at fabulous prices. They had perforce to 
bring out their stocks into the market and sell them at the prices fixed by 
the Durbar for each and every kind of grain and for every part of the 
State. These arrangements proved very successful and no complaints 
were received about the scarcity of food stuffs. It is true that at the out- 
set when the grain-dealers had held back their stocks, the authorities were 
put to some inconvenience in providing supplies to the public in general 
but aB soon as .grains were received form outside the tables were turned 
upon them. 

Taccavi was liberally advanced specially for the improvement of land 
and means of irrigation. As it was never intended to be eaten away in 
indolence, special arrangements were made to see that it was applied to 
the specific purpose for which it was granted. In the first place Special 
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Girdawars were appointed for the regular inspection of Taccavi works and 
report on their progress. In the second place the applications for Taccavi 
had to come through these Girdawars who were under strict orders to make 
no recommendations unless they felt satisfied as to the need and utility 
of the work and the earnest solicitude of the applicant. Thirdly the 
Taccavi was not granted in one lump sum but advanced in instalments 
according to the progress of the work made and attested to by the Girdawar 
of the Circle. 

This mode of advancing Taccavi was found useful in more than 
one way. First of all it proved to be the means of affording immediate 
relief to the public suffering from distress ; secondly it provided work to 
the agricultural classes who would have idled away their time and starved; 
thirdly it caused them permanent advantage in the shape of wells and 
tanks repaired or newly constructed which would ever irrigate their fields 
and produce good crops. Fourthly in an appreciable measure it helped 
the growing of Cheena and Kangni and the like crops that very year and 
thereby added to the existing stocks of food grains. Lastly it become a 
permanent source of increase in the State Land Revenue by turning plots 
of Sukhi land into irrigated tracts. 

There was a general scarcity of fodder. Little grass was grown and 
so every attempt was made to make good the deficiency. After a long 
correspondence, the Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States, had very 
kindly arranged for the temporary export of the Dungarpur cattle to 
such forests outside the State as had plenty of grass and fodder; and, 
though the Durbar came forward to afford the royat any help they 
required, as well as to advance any taccavi for the purpose, the royats 
were not prepared to act upto it. Nothing induced them to take away 
their cattle to distant lands. Subsequent experience proved that they 
were in the right. It will never be profitable to export cattle for pastur- 
age to foreign lands in a time of famine as would appear from the 
following experiment. 

There are some forests in the west of the State where there was 
sufficient grasB for cattle, a number of whom were sent away there from 
the eastern portion of the State where there was its shortage. Whet 
they returned after the hard times were over, they were found to be very 
thin and lean, though they had not to starve. A few of them also died. 
While those of the cattle in the scarcity-striken portion of the State that 
had remained at home and had lived upon dried leaves only, fared much 
better. Nevertheless with all that was done to save the live stock of the 
State, a great many of them had perished. It is, however, a matter to be 
thankful for that nearly half of them had escaped death. The number of 
bullocks was not much reduced ; and what deficiency had been brought 
about, was made good by the advance of taccavi for the purchase of animals. 

It is really a matter of congratulation to the First Settlement Officer 
that the royats were found to be living in fair competence as was 
discovered when the time came for judging their ability to resist the 
calamity of a famine. The royat in general was found to be competent to 
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combat it with little outside help. A very small portion of the land 
Revenue was considered needful to be suspended. Indeed, the Dungarpur 
agricultural classes never go in for asking any suspension or remission of 
revenue unless it be absolutely necessary to do so. This, of course, 
speaks of the substantiality of the cultivating classes who form the 
backbone of the population of the State, and the credit for this State of 
things is entirely due to the policy initiated by Mr. A. T. Holme who 
carried out the First Settlement. It also reflects well for the Durbar that 
they have continued that liberal policy. 


CHAPTER II. 

Settlement Operations. 

Introductory. — The First Decennial Settlement of the Dungarpur 
State, carried out by Mr. A. T. Holme, I.C.S., in the year 1904-05, was to 
expire in 1914-15. During this decade many changes had been effected: 
Much of the No Tor had been brought under the plough : A number of 
Muafis, resumed and rented at the concessional rates for the term of the 
Settlement, awaited re-assessment; while the Classification of the soil also 
required to be re-examined and modified accordingly. All this necessitated 
a fresh Settlement, fresh Survey and fresh Assessment; and, therefore, 
it was considered necessary to take the arrangements in hand in time so as 
to finish the New Settlement with the expiry of the First. The proposal 
w'as submitted to Shri Hazur Durbar and received His Late Highness’s 
approval. 

Staff. — The first and foremost requirement for carrying on a Settle- 
ment is the staffing of the establishment. As a general rule it has to be 
imported from outside, a very small percentage being local. But as the 
Late His Highness was always keen about training local talent, which is 
naturally cheaper, arrangements were made for training local candidates 
in the work of survey and that of the Amin. A Class for the purpose 
was started in 1913. 

Scope. — Shortly after, by the middle of the next year, the Great 
World War broke out and set in motion a number of causes which made 
it imperative to observe economy in every branch of administration and 
to converge all our resources to the succour of His Majesty’s Government 
in fighting out the struggle. Besides, the State was also labouring under 
the burden of a debt. It was thus evident that the Darbar could not spare 
all the money that a New Settlement would entail. After giving the 
matter their best and full consideration, the Durbar devised a middle 
course which would do the needful, without traversing over the whole 
tract over again, yet bring within its purview all the changes that had been' 
wrought in the course of the last ten years. This meant merely the 
revision of the expiring Settlement in respects where it needed to be 
revised. It was, therefore, decided to compare the existing state of 
things with those on the Settlement Records and make only necessary 
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corrections wherever required and thereafter make assessments in the light 
of these revised facts. The assessment of the Bhilwa villages was to be 
undertaken, without any actual survey as before, but improved in so far 
as to be based on the Bijwa calculation of the area, as will be explained 
lower down. The main object of the revised Settlement was to improve 
upon its predecessor and do everything needful but with the minimum of 
expenditure. These were the instructions that were to guide the Settlement 
Officer in outlining the scope of his operations just to suit these require- 
ments and no more, and to draw up his programme accordingly. 

Appointment of Settlement Officer. — Rai Bahadur Munshi Ganesh 
Bam Rawat, Diwan Darbar, had worked as Assistant Settlement Officer 
under Mr. Holme, during the First Settlement. He had practical experience 
of Revenue in its every branch and w r as also well acquainted with the 
local conditions of the State and its people. His Highness Shri Durbar 
was, therefore, pleased to appoint him to the post the duties of which he 
was to carry on in addition to his proper duties as Diwan. Mr. Rama 
Swaroopa Rawat, Revenue Officer, then known as Nazim, Dungarpur State, 
was appointed his Assistant. 

Programme of Settlement Operations. — From a Report submitted 
by the Revenue Department it appeared that so many changes had been 

( 1 ) Gamri ' 2) Meton u-rord». effected in the Rasti villages named in the 
$ Kanpur^ K'Tumtr. ^ (sfoenji margin# that they could not be indicated 
and (3) AkKopur. on jbe then existing Settlement Maps of 

the villages concerned. The changes in the case of the rest of the villages 
of that class were but limited, and their maps, without being renewed 
could be corrected well enough so as to tally with the changes since effected. 

The No-Tor land brought under the plough would have to be surveyed 
and indicated on these Maps. The Muafi villages that had been resumed 
and assessed at concessional rates, without being actually surveyed, would 
all have to be surveyed and their maps prepared. The question of the 
Bhilwa villages needed closer and better attention. In the course of the 
last settlement the assessment of the Bhilwa villages had been determined 
without any sort of survey, in consideration of the general condition of 
the people residing therein as well as the rental, they had been paying for 
the last fifteen years preceding the Settlement. The distribution of the 
rental for the period of the Settlement was made in consultation with the 
Asamis concerned. This arrangement required to be brought more 
up to date. 

Principles for Calculating Assessment on Bhilwa villages in 
the Revised Settlement : — Now the procedure adopted in respect to 
these Bhilwa villages in the course of the Revised Settlement Operations 
under report may be described below : — 

The Bhils in all their villages have been ascertaining the area of any 
piece of land by means of what is know the “Bijwa System.” To take a 
concrete instance they say that a certain field, say Pipalwala, takes two 
Pali seeds of maize to be sown, while another, say Renjuwada, needs 
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iSaii o£ barley seed for sowing therein. This in the ordinary language 
would mean that the former covers an area that requires two Pali seeds of 
maize in weight to be sown therein, whereas the latter covers an area that 
takes 2-1- Saii of Barley for the purpose and so on. If, therefore, the total 
quantity of seed required for sowing all the fields in a particular village be 
found out and then a few of them be actually surveyed, it establishes a 
proportion between the seed and the area, and thereby enables the latter 
to be ascertained for the whole of the village as well as per field and 
Holding, approximately, if not quite accurately. 

The Amins were, therefore, instructed to prepare in consultation with 
the Mukhi and the Asamis of each village, Returns as per specimen appen- 
ded hereunder : — 
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It was proposed to survey and ascertain the area of 20 per cent, of the 
fields of each kind of Bijwa in small villages and of 10 per cent, of them in 
the larger ones after these Returns had been completed; and then, the two, 
the Bijwa- and the area, being totalled up would give the proportion 
between these two in the villages concerned. To take an example : On 
actual survey it is 'discovered that in the Bhilwa village, Talaiya, a Pali of 
maize Bijwa represents ten Biswas, in another Hiratan two Pali Bijwa of 
rice, measures six Biswas, while in a third Bhilwa village, Biliya, half a 
Saii of barley is equivalent to 1{- Bigha and so on. 

After this stage, when the proportion between the two would be 4 
established, the area of each Khasra number would be found and entered and 
this would give the area of each and every Khata in the village according 
to the crops produced therein. This would .enable the assessment of 
revenue and distribution of the rental among the Asamis of any group to 
be determined by the area thus arrived at. The general circumstances of 
the villages, of course, would have to be borne in mind while making the 
assessment of the Bhilwa villages. 

Commencement of operations. — Accordingly the v r ork of Settlement 
Operations commenced on the lines described above. The Assistant 
Settlement Officer was placed in charge of preparing and completing 
Settlement records under the supervision of the Settlement Officer. Local 
candidates, turned out by the Training Class started in 19 13, were employed 
as they became available. Patwaris, too, were detailed off to the Settle- 
ment work and their vacancies filled in by temporary* arrangements paid 
for from under Head “Settlement.” 

When the several stages of the Operations had been traversed, and the 
work of survey, the drawing up of Maps and the getting up of statistics relat- 
ing to wells, tanks and cattle had been completed by the Amins the results 
were checked by the Girdawars, and the Revenue Officer, in person by 
turns. The Village Papers were tested at the time of inspection and the 
Officer doing so satisfied himself as to the correctness of the entries. 

Classification of soil and special arrangements to ensure correct 
entries : — The Returns relating to the Classification of soil were prepared by 
the Girdawars aud checked by the Assistant Settlement Officer. Special 
arrangements had been made to ensure the accuracy of the entries touching 
this classification. A Duplicate List of K. hat as was distributed to the Ivhita- 
Holders before the entries were made in the Khasra, with the instructions that 
the Khata- Holders should have their respective Khasras (Fields) entered into 
the Khasra at the spot when the Amin should come on his round to make 
the entries. The Amins were also held responsible for reading out the 
entries they made respecting any Khasra (field) there and then to such of 
the Khatedavs as were illeterate. This procedure, led to the objections 
being raised forthwith on the very spot, on the part of the Khatedar about 
any wrong entry or entries relating to his Khata, and if the Amin did not 
heed, it was referred to the Girdawar when he came ; and, in case he, too, 
iailed, the nlatter was represented to the Assistant Settlement Officer at 
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the time of his inspection, who either did the needful or explained the 
correctness o£ the entry to the satisfaction of the objecting Khatedar. - 

When the entries in the Khatonis had been completed, they were read 
out to the Khatcdars and attested to in their presence by the Girdawar 
and the Duplicate List compared with the Khata. 

Settlement Officer’s Tour: — In 1915 the Settlement Officer toured 
round the State and inspected both the llasti and Bhilwa villages, check- 
ing such of the papers as had been finished by the time. He also took the 
opportunity to take down necessary notes for assessment. 

All the Papers and Totals were made up in the Office at the Head- 
quarters. The Milan Khasra and the Jinswar were also prepared. Only 
two copies of Kishtwars were obtained, one prepared on tracing cloth f.or 
the Head Office and the other on the Long cloth for the use of Patwaris. 

Assessment: — After the completion of the village papers the Settle- 
ment Officer took up the work of assessment in hand. 

Districts and Circles: — The same division of the State into Districts 
and Circles as was adopted in the course of the preceding Settlement was 
allowed to remain for the purposes of the Revised Settlement. But since 
the same class of soil in the same village varies in its productive power in 
different places, there came to light a number of cases of Asamis who had 
in their holding the whole or part of their land of a particular class of soil, 
hut producing more or less than the same class of the land in the holding 
of another. Thus there were two plots of the same class yet varying in 
their fertility. It was, therefore, deemed proper that either kind of these 
holdings should each form a Sub-class of its own. The one producing less, 
being inferior in quality was to be termed of “2nd Quality” and the other, 
with superior productive power was to be termed of “1st Quality.” - It 
was at the time of Classification of soil that these differences were dis- 
covered and noted. The two Sub-heads now created were explained to 
those concerned and such holdings were entered under the proper Sub- 
head they belonged to. 

Standard Rates: — Generally speaking the Standard Rates arrived 
at during the last Settlement where adopted though in special cases, where 
found necessary, they were modified to some extent to suit the changed 
conditions. In arriving at these modifications, the Settlement Officer did 
not merely rely on his Inspection Notes or the Returns, but also on the 
Tabulated Series of Crop Examinations (Appendix No. I) that have been 
conducted since the preceding Settlement came into effect and which are 
appended to this report. 

Assessment of Bhilwa villages. — In respect to Bhilwa villages the 
Circle Rates of the District wherein they were situate, were taken as 
a general guide, though, however, the general circumstances of the 
villages were also taken into account and only such Circle Rates of the 
District were applied to a Bhilwa village as its particular circumstances 
recommended. 

Concessions 'ill rates. — Further, special reduction's were made in 
the assessment calculated at the rates thus arrived at in respect to 
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Bhils, Brahmins and Rajputs in consideration oE the fact that all of these 
three communities are backward cultivators and the produce of their crops 
is comparatively inferior. Besides these, further concessions were also made 
wherever deemed necessary. The account of all these concessions is given 
in the Statement Appendix No. V appended to this Report. 

The Revenue of all these villages as well as the rental payable by 
each Asami under the Revised Settlement, was read out to all those 
concerned by the Settlement Officer and his Assistant in course of their 
tours in 1915-16. The concessions referred to above were explained 
to the Group of Khatedars to whom they related ; and, were distributed 
with their concurrence among such of the Asamis in their midsts as really 
deserved them.

Fluctuating Assessments. — The bed o£ the Punjela Tank in Pojpur 
and that of a Tank in Nolsham have been left unassessed at the request 
of the village people as G-air Mustakil Mahals. Every Bigha of land 
therein is assessable at Re. 1-8-0 per Bigha for an unirrigated crop and 
Es 2-8-0 for every Bigha of irrigated crop. 

The Punjela Tank of Pojpur irrigates the land of other villages as 
well, and all its Talabi area has been assessed at dry rates. In case of 
irrigation the following rates of water revenue are to be levied : —

Under the provisions of the preceding Settlement the Muafis then 
resumed were to be assessed at £ and £th concession rates for the period of 
its continuance. These have now been accordingly assessed at full rates. 


When the assessment and distribution of rental had been completed, 
the Settlement File was copied out fair in Deva Eagri and then bound in 
Book Form. The Duplicate Lists had been taken from the Khatedars for 
comparing the entries in the Khatoni. Their Fair Copies have since been 
issued with the assessment duly entered therein, and delivered to those 
concerned. 


The newly assessed revenue fixed during the revision was accepted by 
the cultivators throughout the State with alacrity. Agreements for its 
regular payment were duly executed. The Revenue Demand has been 
easily recovered.

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Patwari Circles: — In the course o£ the ' preceding Settlement when 
the State was divided into 22 Patwari Circles, the establishment consisted 
of 22 Patwaris, 5 Assisstants, and I Releiving Patwari, and had to 
discharge all the duties connected with the revenue matters relating to the 
110 Rasti villages and 125 Bhilwa villages as also to carry out the 
inspection of 1,92,730 numbers, and lastly to look after the Land Record 
Work. 

Now the number of Rasti Villages which have been surveyed has run 
up to 125 and that of the Bhilwa ones stands at 134, while the number of 
fields for G-irdawari Inspection has gone up to 2,51,625 in the Revised 
Settlement. The Patwaris shall also have to maintain the Land Records 
to boot. The number of their Circles has, therefore, been enchanced to 27 
and their establishment, strengthened b}' the addition of 5 Patwaris and 
three Assisstants. 

G-irdawar Circles: — For Revenue purposes the State has been 
divided into four Girdawar circles as noted below : — 

1. Tafa Baran, 3. Tafa Chhayasnth, 

2. Tafa Tarpod, 4. Tafa Chourasi. 

The duties of the Girdawar of the Town of Sagwara, with all the 
Revenue work connected therewith, has been entrusted to the Zilledar of 
Sagwara. 


Some of the villages such as Dungarpur, Kushalmagri, Navaderan and 
the like require to be surveyed and assessed. 

Some suggestions as to Local needs and requirements:— The 
Undersigned has been acquianted with these parts personally for some two 
decades and has freely mixed with every class of people and seen every 
part of the State again and agian. From this long experience he has 
come to certain conclusions which he deems proper to record for the 
information of the Durbar as well as for the guidance of the Revenue 
Officials. Times are moving fast and it is always wise to be in time to 
meet every situation or at least to march abreast with them if we be 
really unable to walk ahead of them. 

1. Results of Crop Cutting Experiments :— 1 Conducted under the 
supervision of a reliable Agency they would prove of great help at the time 
of the next Settlement,. The undersigned, therefore, suggests that at least 
five Experiments of every crop should be conducted by the Revenue officer 
in person, and should the time allow by the Dewan also. Such Experiments 
will lose their value if they are left to be carried out )yy junior officials. The 
Officer conducting the experiment should record the result in the follow- 
ing Form. Preferably a plot of land, measuring ten gatthas square be 
selected for an experiment. Such area should be plotted out of a field of 
an average produce. 
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2. Education The first and foremost need to which the State' 
Authorities must turn their energies, is the spread of education among the 
agricultural classes who must be taught the 3 It’s at least to enable them to 
look after their affairs and do their accounts. 

As it is,' they deal with the local Baniyas with whom they have their 
accounts: and any loans advanced to them by the latter, are entered by the 
Sahukar in his Bahida or Account Book. At the' end of each year the 
accounts are made up through the agency of a third person, generally a 
Baniya himself, and the balance then struck out is recorded in the Bahida 
and attested to by the thumb -impression of the Asami. In this system 
there is much room for Avrong entries to be inserted. There are instances 
of Asarnis who do not know that two and two make four. There are 
many among them who cannot count, eA r cn up to twenty. It is, therefore, 
not hard to impose on such simple people. A sort of superstition appears 
to be prevailing among Bhils who belieA r e that any teaching of Heading or 
Writing bodes ill, and, hence they naturally apprehend that if it be 
introduced into a Bhil family that family is sure to run barren aud 
disappear without leaving any issue. This notion, absurd though it be, is 
hard to die. If pensioned literate Sepoys from the Mewar Bhil Corps are 
engaged as Schoolmasters in Seminaries specially intended for Bhils, it 
may be possible to root out such notions in course of time. 

.The teaching of Agriculture should also be introduced, into the Curri- 
cilum of the Vernacular Schools in the Mufassil and suitable books on the 
subject be prescribed for study. 

3. Agricultural Banks : — The establishment of these Institutions 
is another of the pressing needs to help the Cultivating classes out of 
their unhappy plight. The early these Societies are started the better; 
for, they will save these unhappy people from falling into the clutches of 
the Money-Lender aud his usuries. Much of their hard-earned money 
which now goes in to fill the coffers of the Sahukar, leaving the Asaini but 
little to live upon, will be saved and he shall not thus be forced to fall 
back again upon the teuder mercies of the Seth. 

4. Improvement of Crops: — (a). From experience it appears 
that sugarcane is the most paying crop in these parts. Qur is manufac- 
tured from its juice and the local commodity is preferred to foreign 
imports and thus fetches a better price, although the sale price of the 
latter runs up very high when transport charges, Customs Duty, and a 
margin for profit are added to it. 

Now Sugar-cane is generally sown in about the month of March when 
the winter is at its fag-end, but as the crop takes about a year to grow, 
it has to face the se\ r erity of the coming winter. 

The question, therefore, naturally arises, would it be possible to soav 
the crop a few months earlier to save it from the inclemency of the cold 
weather? Experiments were made but with no hopeful results. The crop 
must put up Avith one winter, either at the tender age, if sown earlier ; or at 
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a time when it is well-grown, if sown later, say in March as now. In the 
first case it would be too young to resist the cold successfully and any 
injury at that stage, would prove fatal, with little hope of recovery later 
on even under favourable conditions. In the second case, it can better 
stand the freaks of weather j and, the injury, if done, is not serious, and the 
loss caused thereby is not absolutely ruinous. The conclusion is, therefore, 
evidently in favour of the present practice. 

(b) The next important crop in respect to profit is Cotton. Every 
effort is being made to make its cultivation popular. The Undersigned 
trusts these efforts shall be continued. 

(c) It appears that in a year of good rainfall, the Til harvest brings 
in a good produce and handsome profits, while it does not require much 
toil or even a soil of the first class. It is grown with advantage in 
ordinary Sukhi or Rankhad. 

(d) The Baran Division of the State brings forth some valuable crops, 
such as sugar-cane, Soonth (ginger), Haldi (Turmeric), Ratal u, Pindalu, 
Zira (cummin seed) etc Hence the farmers in these parts do not go in for 
cotton and the undersigned thinks that any impetus given to this crop in 
these parts will probably bear little fruit. 

Taking every thing into account the undesigned is of opinion that it 
will not do for the State to confine its efforts to encouraging cotton alone ; 
these must be well distributed and the various crops raised in the State, 
such as Makki, Wheat, Gram, Til etc., should all receive Darbar’s attention 
alike, and efforts should be made to improve their harvests by the selection 
of good seed, or importing it from outside if not available here. Well- 
grown and full developed grains alone should be picked from the local 
produce and pre'served for the next sowings every year. This will 
gradually improve the quality of the produce as well as make the harvests 
richer and more abundant in quantity. The Revenue Girdawars should 
persuade the cultivators to do so and submit reports on every first 
June and December as to the results of their efforts in this respect. 

(e) The growing of Arandi along with Gram may profitably be 
carried on among the rabi Sarson may, with advantage, be grown with 
wheat and gram. The attention of the cultivating classes may well be 
invited to these particulars. 

5- Manures. — Manure is also an important factor in the production 
of good harvests ; and, therefore, deserves equal attention. The varieties 
of the manure with their application must be thoroughly explained to the 
cultivating classes. Experiment teaches that one easy way of replenishing 
the exhausting soil is the raising of flax crop therein. The plants must 
be allowed to grow neck-high and then plucked. The field must next be 
•ploughed deep so that the stalks are well mixed up with earth. This 
will be found as good as an}' other manuring. Another mode of manuring 
a soil that is getting weak and poor for want of manure is the burying 
of dead leaves under the earth. 
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g. T an l; S aild Wells. — The repair o£ old Tanks and Baneras 
(Ponds) must be carried on regularly and their number must be added to 
by the construction of new ones . The Tour Notes o£ the undersigned 
give full information touching them ; and therein lie has given their 
probable number, and description and also suggested where new Tanks 
and weirs (Rapats) may be taken in hand. A. Register may well be prepared 
by the Revenue Department in consultation with the Department o£ Public 
Works and the Diary Notes referred to above. The State Engineer be 
called upon to get up the plans and the estimates of such of them as do 
not possess, so that when a famine should visit the land they may be 
ready for selection. 

The Revenue Department should have such of the tanks a3 could be 
repaired by the village people by themselves, repaired at an early date, 

A Revenue Peon be detailed off to help them in collecting men from the 
neighbouring villages. During the famine period only such tanks are 
to be taken up in hand for Relief Works ns -are of less benefit and are 
beyond the resources of the village folks. 

7. Taccavi. — In advancing Taccavi much vigilance need be exercised 
specially in time of famine and scarcity. People generally utilize the 
amounts advanced by way of Taccavi in maintaining themselves and their 
families. Strict supervision must, therefore, be enforced. 

It would be much better and more practical way of advancing Taccavi 
that, before it is granted, it must be allotted for a specific purpose, 
preferably for Tanks and wells. The progress of the work must be divided 
into stages and the advance must be regulated by the progress of the work 
for which it is granted. Girdawars must be instructed to keep a strict 
watch and to make no recommendation unless they are satisfied as to the 
utility of the work and the proper application of the Taccavi to the 
specific object it is intended for, and further to make the next recom- 
mendation only when they find the progress satisfactory. This shall be 
trebly useful. In the first place it is the means of affording immediate 
relief to those who are suffering from the distress; 2ndly it causes permanent 
advantage to the cultivators in the shape of tank and wells repaired or 
constructed which would irrigate their crops in future ; and ordly it helps 
the growth of some crops the same year and adds to the existing stock of 
food grains. Lastly it also becomes a permanent source of increase in the 
State land Revenue by converting Sukhi into Sirma. 

8. Grass and Fodder. — The import of grass is neatly impossible 
in a year of scarcity owing to the distance of the State from the Railway. 
Means of transport from the Railway, too, are not sufficiently available. 
Hie export of cattle to foreign districts for pasturage is equally impractical. 
Durbar must ever take necessary steps to hold a good stock of grass and 
fodder in reserve against such calamities. The royat must also be’ 

- prevailed upon to follow the example. 

9. Food Stocks. — The same causes that regulate the supply of 
stocks of grass and fodder also regulate that of stocks of food grains
